Senator White of California spoke of 
the need of coast defenses before tur- 
ther naval vessels were bullt, and Sen- 
ator Allen of Nebraska made a speech 
of over three hours, arraigning the two 
old parties. 

The bill was taken up soon after the 
Senate opened. Senator White of Cal 
ifornia. spoke of the need of am ade- 
quate navy, but urged that this should 
mot exclude the consideration of land 
defenses. He presented the views of 
military and naval authorities. includ- 
ing Gen. Miles, Gen. Craighill and Ad- 
miral Walker, showing the defenseless 
condition of our harbors, particularly 
of the Pacific Coast. The Senator said 
the United States had been “on the 
fight” of late, but the result of a con-

“As I have made an honest and im- 
partial investigation, I can no longer 
keep silent about the appalling crimes 
which cry out to the civilized world for 
intervention. I have refused to believe 
that Spanish soldiers were deliberately 
exterminating the male population of 
the country distrieta, but I must yield 
to the evidence of unimpeachable eye- 
witnesses. The situation is horrifying, 
unspeakable almost. I prefer to be- 
lieve that the captain-general has been 
deceived by the officers in the field, who 
are killing non-combatants indiscrimi- 
nately and reporting victorious engage- 
ments with the insurgent troops. 
“Everywhere the bread-winners of 
Cuba are fleeing in terror before the 
Spanish columns, and the ranks of life 
are being turned into the ranks of 
death, for the Cuban who has seen the 
honest and harmless neighbors tied up 
and shot before his eyes, in order that 
some officer may get credit for a bat- 
tle, takes his family to the nearest 
town or city for safety, and then goes 
out to strike a blow for his country.

Floridams Have (Learned. 


(Florida Letter in Washington Star.) 
Fitteen months ggo Florida bought 
nearly everything it consumed in the 
North. Hay, corn, meat and canned 
goods were exclusively shipped into the 


State and sold at prices necessarily 


high on account of the heavy freight 
rates. All about there was fertile land, 
not distinctly agricultural, to be sure, 
but easy of cultivation when properly 
treated. In the orange groves, where 
much fertilizer was used, there was a 
luxurious growth of grass, which the 
growers would tmdustriously piow up 
or burn down. The spaces between the 
trees were kept clear of any growth of 
any sort. under the idea that it would 
take the sustenance from the trees. 
Thus land full of fecundity, and which 
could have been devoted to the raising 
of vegetables, melons and other neces- 
Sary products that enter into daily 
consumption, was made a barren 
waste in order to give the orange trees 
a chance. In awakenig the people of 
Florida in its most attractive sections 
to a realization of their past mistakes 
of this character, the freeze of 1895 is 
proving 4 blessing instead of a cal- 
amity. 

It is not exaggeration to say that no 
one im all this section rai a grain 
of corn, a ton of hay or more than 
enough vegetables to meet hig dally 
wants. Baled hay from the West was 
exclusively used, while the native 
growth was persistently destroyed or 
allowed to go to waste. Cattle, which 
were few, were pastured in the woods 
and the scrub, and horses were fed on 
the imported hay and oats and corn. 

A stalk of corn was as much of a cur- 
josity here as an orange tree would 
have been in Kansas, as far as its cui- 
tivation as a staple is concerned, and 
there was not a grist-mill in the coun- 
try. Oranges were everything and 
everywhere omnipotent. The freeze 
of December 29, 1894, destroyed a crop 
of 6,000,000 boxes of oratiges. The freeze 
of February 8, 1895, destroyed the trees 
that bore them. There was a sum of 
$15,000,000 owed in the orange part of 
the State on mortgages. and men in the 
North held them. There was no money 
anywhere, for the orange crop was 


warthless. 

These people then eived for the 
first time that they had been wasting 
their opportunities, and» gritting their

“How many keep a record of what is 
fed to the cows and its cost?

In the second thought comes the 
question of raw material or feed. Is it 
of the proper kind? And is it fed in the 
proper proportion to turn out the best 
goods and thereby make the machines

Gold and silver run through a machine 
will not turn out the finest quality of 
although the most expensive 
is used. Many dairymen give 
their cows plenty of rich feed, but if it 
is not fed in the right proportion there 
Possibly cheaper foods 
fed judiciously would give better re- 
sults and reduce expenses. 

“I am enthusiastic over the silo for 
keeping feeds in a succulent state, and 
of the few who have tried it in this 
State I have not heard of any that could 
say a word against it, but all speak 
The highest prices for 
milk are received in the fall, hence that 
is the season when the farmer should 
have the most fresh cows and a good 
silo to furnish the succulent food when 
his pastures are short. 
summer and fall feeding should be filled 
in the spring with oats, barley or wheat 
and kept until such times as ed. 
In the fall they should be filled with 


The corn ensilage is highly carbona- 
ceous, and should be fed in combina- 
tion with alfalfa hay, 
meal and such nitrogenous foods to give 
the proper proportions of digestible nu- 
trients for best results. 

“There is great waste of 
corn stalks left standing after the ears 
have snapped off. The corn should be 
eut early enough to save the nutriment 
in the stalks, and after the ears dre off 
they will be almost entirely eaten by 
the cows, instead of being allowed to 
litter the ground and interfere with the 
cultivation of the next crop. } 
| “Chemists tell us that only two-thirds 
of the nutriment of the corn is in the 
and one-third ts in the stalk. 
Only think of it, one-third of the corn 
crop wasted. The farmer who wasted 
one-third of his hay crop would be con- 
sidered a pretty poor farmer, 
wuth the corn crop it is so generally 
done that it attracts no attention. 
the Western States some farmers are 
shedding their stalks and after baling 
send them to the more. eastern States 
for feed in place of hay. Some prefer 
them to hay for feeding horses. There 
is too little attention paid to feeding. 
and very few men know whether they 
are feeding and getting best results, or 
what the expense of the ration is. 
Lately more attention is being paid to 
the matter of “balanced rations“ based 
on the standard given us by the dairy 
authorities, and when cows are fed with 
these standards in mind, good results 
are to be obtained. 

“From experiments it has been found 
about how much a cow needs for her 
support to supply the waste going on 
and if fed only that 
amount she could not give milk ex- 
cept at the expense of her body, which, 
of course, would be limited. If the cow 
is expected to maintain her body and 
give milk she must be fed the food for 
support, and enough milk for produc- 
tion. Here is where many make a mis- 
they are feeding 
enough .and wonder why the cows do 
not produce more, when in fact they 
are feeding too little, or not the right 
proportions, and if they will figure out 
the ration they will find just where the 
trouble lies and just what nutriments 
Possibly it would require 
but a slight addition to the feed to give 
a balanced ration. 

“The standards given us are not so 
correct as to allow of all cows being 
fed just as they direct,,but the individ- 
j ual cows must be fed more or less as 
they will take and assimilate the food. 

“The dairy papers are taking up this 
subject. and trying to explain system- 
etic feeding in such a way that any 
farmer can learn to figure out the ra- 
tion, but if they do not fully under- 
stand it, they can send a list of the 
foods to the United States Experiment 
Station at Berkeley for specific and re- 


properly feeding them, and now I wish 
to say a few words about the handling 
of the milk. The cows should not 

“fed anything that would make a taint. 
through the milk, as it is impossible to 
make the best butter or cheese from 
such milk. Green alfalfa makes a good 
milk, but the flavor is objectionable to 
many, besides it tastes ‘in the butter 
Butter and ‘cheese, 
from these flavors, may not bring more 
than the market price, but with the 
flavors the price may be cut below the 
highest price. All 
aerated before taking it to the cream- 
ery or cheese factory, as it will keep 
Sweet longer and produce better goods 
than when not aerated. If you are 
within reasonable distance of a cream-|_ 
cheese factory take your milk 
there and you will receive as much or 
more for your product than if made up 
at home and sold at the village grocery, 
hesides you do not have the care and 
labor of waking up.

“In conclusion I would say, keep the 
best cows; those that will make the best 
returns for the food consumed. Feed 
good food in proper quantities, 
your cows fresh in the fall when miik 
is scarce and prices high. Take 
best care of the milk possible until it 
creamery. Follow any 
suggestions your creamery man may 
make, as he knows well what is needed 
to improve the quality of his products,”

Coffee Growing. 

(California Cultivator:) There has 
been considerable talk of late about 
growing coffee in California. Among 
others, it is said Col. Crocker of San 
Francisco was seriously considering the 
question of engaging extcnsively in the 
business in the San Joaquin Valley. To 
give our readers an idea of the require- 
ments and conditions under which this 
very popular article of domestic con- 
sumption is grown, we give a few facts 
in regard to it, and append the observa- 
tions of E. C. Winston of Alvin, Tex., 
who recently made a tour through the 
coffee-growing sections of Mexico, and 
wrote of.them to the Texas Farm and 
Ranch. 

Hilly situations, where the soil is fria- 
ble and well-drained, are most favor- 
able for coffee-growing. The seeds are

necessity of drying so much waste ma- 
terial. 
The coffee ‘tree’ is really not a tree, 


but is more of a shrub, its average 
height being only about seven feet. Re- 
garding the necessity of shade for the 
plant, there is great diversity of opin- 
ion. Some of the most successful plant- 
ers maintain that shading the trees. 
produces only detrimental results. Prob- 
ably this is so where the soil is shallow, 
but in the Tuxpan Valley, where a 
soil ig very rich and deep, we found the 
planters uranimous in the opinion that 
shade is necessary. In clearing the 
land there only the underbrush and 2 
part of the trees are removed, leavin 

enough shade to break the direct rays 
of the sun. The plants are then taken 
from the nursery and planted six or 
eight feet each way, using the moun- 
tain or hillside in preference to more 
level ground. Land is thus used for 
coffee which would not be available for 
cultivated crops. It is not considered 
necessary to plow or in any way 
stir the soll, the only cultivation 
being to eut down the _ sprouts 
two or three timesa year. The expense 
is thus reduced to a minimum, as the 
native laborers are paid from 37 to 50 
cents Mexican money, or 20 to T cents 
in our money, per day. The trees a 


first sown in nursery beds, and when 
the plants are a few inches high they 
are planted out from six to eight feet 
apart. The yield per tree is from two 
and one-half to four pounds. The cost 
of production in South American coun- 
tries—and in Mexico it is but little 
higher—ts 4% cents a pound. 
Nhe greatest coffee-producing coun- 
try in the world is Brazil where it is 
estimated

United States comes. 
Following is what Mr. Winston says: 
While the coffee plant seems to be 
very hardy and tenacious of life under 
ordinary circumstances, it cannot stand 
the least frost. The coffee tree or shrub 
is an evergreen with an oblong, emooth 
and shining leaf five or nine inches long 
and about twe and a half inches wide. 
It presents a beautiful. appearance, 
either with its clusters of show-white 
flowers or with its scarlet ripe berries. 
The fruit is a fleehy berry, having the 
appearance of a cherry or small plum. 
Each one of these berries contains two 
seeds, each grain of coffee that we use 
being a perfect seed. The seeds lic 
against each other in the pulp which in- 
closes them, and are covered by a thin 
covering or parchment. This is the 
chaffy, substance that comes off during 
the roasting process, the coffee having 
been imperfectly cleaned. There are 
two processes employed in preparing 
the coffee for market. That which is 
commonly adopted by the natives, and 
by some of the smaller growers among 
the Americans, its to gather the berry 
as soon as i: assumes a dark-red color.

George Anderson, young man 
has been employed more or less in a 
clerical and confidential capacity for 
J. F. Carrere, one of the editors of the 
Los Angeles Evening Express, who by 
virtue of his position works under the 
direction of H. Z. Osborne, editor-in- 
chief of that papers tells a story which 
is a revelation, even to those who 
thought themselves well posted in the 
ways of that peculiar outfit. Mr. An- 
derson came to The Times office of his 
own free-will and accord, and, without 
solicitation or hope of reward, and with- 
out any recompense whatever, laid bare 
a conspiracy engineered in the office of 
the Los Angeles Express to overcome by 
chicanery the wish of a majority of this 
community favoring the San Pedro har- 
bor proposition, 

The story Mr. Anderson told is sup- 
ported by affidavits and corroborative 
evidence which will be here given fbr 
the judgment of the intelligent reading 
public. 

He tells im his story and affidavit 
how he was employed for a number of 
months in various capacities by J. T 
Carrere, one of the editors of the — 
press, working under Editor-in-Chief 
H. Z. Osborne; that about a month 
ago, when the harbor fight came up, 
he was told by Carrere that he (Car- 
rere) had a big scheme on hand which 
meant a great deal of money for him 
and he could afford to pay well for 
any services performed in connection 
therewith; that later Carrere told him 
the details of the scheme, which was to 
make a determined fight for the Santa 
Monica harbor appropriation. 

Anderson then told how, after sundry 

private interviews with officials and 
attachés of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, he was sent out to secure signa- 
.tures on the petitions favoring Santa 
Monica as a site for the harbor. His 
attempt to secure real signatures to 
the petitions was almost fruitless, be 
being met nearly everywhere by flat 
refusals of citizens. His overtures to 
Officials of labor organizations were re- 
pulsed, and an officer of the Barbers’ 
unton told him flatly he would have 
nothing to do with it. 
In ͤ this dilemma Anderson went back 
to his employer and told of his ill-euc- 
A little thing like that could not 
bluff the Express editor, who ordered 
Anderson to go out and get rames 
some way or other. 

“Get names, any names. 
of names, 80 they 
was the instruction he received 
from the Express editor in the Express 
office, and it was more than implied 
that no questions would be asked as to 
the genuineness of the signatures. 

It was an unnamed Quaker who is 
accredited with this advice to his boy: 
“Get money, my son. honestly ,if you 
can, but get money.” This was a case 
of “Get names, Anderson, get names, 
and I will pay you for each petilicn 
you fill up. I have the Southern Pa- 
cific sack to draw on, and vou can't 
fill too many pages with names.” 

Then Anderson went out and secured 
some able lieutenants, temporarily out 
of a job, and in the affidavit of himself 
and his assistants, is told the story cf 
how these petitions were filled up. The 
lieutenants went down in the roughest 
part of town, found gangs of men laf- 
ing about, had each man sign bis con 
name and write dozens of others that 
chanced to suggest themselves. Even 
this was too slow work for the enter- 
prising young men who carried the 
and they praztizzd penman- 
ship by writing a few scores of names 
themselves. They did not forge any- 
body’s name that they krew of, but 
just wrote down every name they could 
think of. 

These lieutenants were promised a 
dollar for each petition they could fill 
up. A dollar is not exorbitant pay 
for filling two legal cap pages of a peti- 
tion, but it can be easily earned by any 
ont handy with his pen, and possessed 
of an imagination by which he can coin 
names with some variety. Anderson 
hired his assistants to fill out the pe- 
titions, paying them ‘with the money 
he received from Carrere, editor of the 
Express, who, as he dealt out the coin, 
remarked that there was plenty more 
where that came from; and was seen 
to go toward the Southern Pacific of- 
fice with the avowed intention of mak- 
ing a raise. 

From time to time Anderson received 
from his lieutenants and turned in 
these fliled-up fake “petitions” to the 
Express editor, who was conveniently 
blind to the evident fact that many of 
the names had been written by one 
hand, and even Editor Osborne did not 
object to the circumstances. 

At is names we want,” said the Ex- 
press editor; “plenty of names.” 

Then Mr. Anderson relates how his 
hired lieutenants secured signers to the 
petitions, purporting to be from mem- 
bers of the labor organizations of the 
city of Los Angeles,“ and “citizens of 
Los Angeles.” They went first to the 
Southern Pacific shops, where they re- 
ceived almost the only bona fide signa- 
tures, everybody there, from foreman 
down to engine wiper, signing the doct- 
ment. Finding it difficult to obtain 
further signatures in Los Angeles, An- 
derson and one of his lieutenants, Mor- 
ris, went to Santa Monica, and the two 
together obtained a full quota of names.

Primaries mika. Things Must be Es- 
chewed by the Firemen. 


“The fire. department, sir, is out of 


politics; Wes sir—out of politics.” 
what Chief Moore says to 
) every, man who wanders into the office 
on the frst floor of the City Hall build- 
ing, on the lett- -hand side of the far 
end of the corridor, and there attempts 
to quiz the Chief regarding political 
matters. Divers of the men who hear 
te Chief's ejaculatory remark, smile; 
others wink; and yet others laugh 
loudly with much show of merriment 
at the strange declaration of the Chief. 


But the gladsome ha ha of the incredu- 


lous politicians seems not to phaze“ 
the fat man in blue clothes, and brass 
buttons a little bit. Ordinarily, he 
simply ats the declaration, with 

emphasis on the “out,” and looks 
mighty solemn as he does it. 

The oldest rounders dbout the City 
Hall stand aghast at the thought of 
there being even a moiety of truth in 
the Chief's ultimatum. To them the 
thought of allowing so much good po- 
litical machinery to go to wastein these 
trying times, when the voice of the 
candidate is heard in the land, and a 
premium is placed on intelligent men 
who receive orders, and ask no ques- 
tions—the thought is sickening to the 
rounder and he comforts himself with 
the reflection that all men are liars,” 
and perhaps the Chief is no exception 
to the rule. 

But the situation has a queer aspect, 
viewed from any standpoint, It’s this 
way. The Chief, as much as some time

SEWER COMMITTEE. 


Another Exploration Made of the 
Oil District. 

The; members of ‘the Sewer Commit- 
tee, accompanied by several of their 
Council colleagues, yesterday afternoon 
paid a second visit to the oil-well dis- 
trièt, to complete the investigation of 
alleged nuisances there, begun several 
weeks ago.

‘Ticks are the most conspicuous feature” 
of. the landscape.

A SENSATION IN COURT. 


Annie is the Unwilling Captive of 
Her Mother. 

The petition of George A. Hendricks 
for appointment as guardian of Annie 
Reger, aged about 15, was heard in 
Judge Clark’s court yesterday morning, 
and resulted in a sensational denoue- 
ment. The petition was dismissed on 
the grounds of want of jurisdiction, a 
court in Seattle, Wash., having awarded 
the custody of the girl to the mother, 
Mrs. Katie R. Cusack, who is still a 
resident of that State, although tem- 
porarily here to regain possession of her 
child, having followed the little runa- 
way from the North a few weeks ago. 

All the parties to the proceedings 
were in court early in the day, and in.

Main Street — Expenses of Street 
Work—A Progressive Commun- 
ity—Arid Lands—Mortgages 
and Relecases—Notes. 


The real estate market still continues 
comparatively quiet, although there is 
steady run of. small transactions, 
mainly consisting of residence lots of 
moderate cost, that are sold on e 
terms of payment. The demand for 
country property still continues good 
and there is every indication that this 
demand will keep up during the sum- 
mer, as inquiries are being received 
from all over the coufitry of real estate 
dealers asking for particulars in re- 
gard to farming property: 

BOYLE HEIGHTS. 

It is expected that without any doubt 
the franchise for the new electric line 
to Boyle Heights will be granted by 


the Council on Monday. It is no longer 


a secret that the parties at the back 
of this enterprise are the same who 
conduct the Traction Railway Com- 
pany. This insures a thoroughly first- 
class service. It is claimed by the pro- 
jectors that they will be able to land 
passengers in yle Heights from the 
center of the city in seven minutes. 
However. allowing. even ten minutes, 
this will bring the Heights within Very 
easy reach of the business center, and 
should have a wonderfully stimulating 
effect on the settlement of that attrac- 
tive section. The Times main- 
- tained for several years that the only 


thing needed to place Boyle Heights: 


among the most popular residence sec- 
tions of town was another first-class 
rapid-transit line, and this is now about 
to be provided. 

CENTRAL AVENUE. 

The march of improvements in the 
Central avenue section continues un- 
abated. New houses are going up 
every week in the Adams-street, Or- 
angedale and adjoining tracts. The

the Briswalter tract, known as Menlo 
Park, announce another auction sale 
of unsold lots in that subdivision. At 
the present rate of progress South Los 
Angeles will soon be built up solid to

THE EAST SIDE. 

‘As mentioned recently in The Times, 
there has been a reorganization of the 
Mateo Street Railway Company. The 
service will be improved at once and 
it is expected that within a short time 


the line will be electrized. This win 


give quite an impetus to the growth of 
that section, where there is already a 
good demand for cheap residence lots. 
suitable for small cottages. This is the 
only remaining part of the city within 
a mile of the postoffice in which full- 
sized lots can still be bought at prices 
ranging from to $400, and on easy 
terms. It is this low range of prices 
that is mainly responsible for the de- 
mand of property in that vicinity. 

THE INCIDENTAL EXPENSES ON 

STREET WORK. 


In this department last week refer- 


ence was made to the heavy incidental 


expenses frequently incurred in con- 
‘structing sewers, . concerfiing which 
there have been many complaints on 
art of property-o, ners. A table show- 
ng the details of the contracts and in- 
cidental expenses on all sewers con- 
structed during the past year, which 
was omitted last week for lack of 
space, is presented below. The law in 
regard to incidental expenses is set 
— in part three of section 34 as fol- 
ows: 

“The term ‘incidental expenses’ as 
used in this act shall include the com- 
pensation of the city engineer for work 
done by him; also the cost of printing 
and ven? booby as provided in this act, 
and ‘not otherwise; ‘also the compensa- 
tlon of the person appointed by the su- 
perintendent of streets to take charge 
of and superintend any of the work 
mentioned in section 35 of this act. All

been done for the good of the town and 
the surrounding country. New cement 
sidewalks have replaced the old, rick- 
etly, rotten board walks, avenues of 
trees have been planted, extending far 
beyond the town limits, a creamery is 
in successful operation, a general tidy- 
ing up of bulldings, yards, farms, 
fences and roadsides has taken place, 
end altogether the air of a Rip Van 
Winkle town has been wholly dispelled 
in three short months, and a new and 
brighter aspect has taken possession. 

This is a good example, which might 
be followed by many other California 
communities... As a rule, residents in 
outlying towns and cities are too much 
in the habit of waiting for something 
to turn up, instead of going to work to 
help, themselves. It is astonishing how 
much practical good may be accom- 
plished by a little steady effort on part 
of the people of a town, and accom- 
plished without the expenditure of 
much money. Every enterprising town 
in Southern California should have 
some kind of a citizens’ association. for 
the improvement of the streets; the 
tidying up of vacant lots, the reception 
of strangers who come to look around 
with a view of locating, and so forth. 
Many a little town that is now at a 
standstill, or is making little progress, 
might be placed on the high road to 
prosperity by such means, and the 
value of real estate would increase ‘from 
50 to-100 per cent. 

MAIN STREET. 

There really seems to be a. “hoodoo” 
on Main street. Further complications 
have arisen in the way of the paving of 
that thoroughfare, and there is also a 
lawsuit under way in regard to the elec- 
trizing of the street railway. It is 
stated, however, that work on the latter 
enterprise will proceed without inter- 
ruption. It is most unfortunate that 
Main street should meet with so many 
setbacks just now, when the time is evi- 
dently ripe for an advance in the value 
of property on that street all along the 
line. Broadway property has been 
pushed to an about the top notch for 
the time being, and consequently there 
have been few transfers on that street 
during the last six months. This was 
predicted by The Times when property- 
owners on Broadway began to get in- 
flated ideas and refused offers that they 
would now, no doubt, be glad to accept. 
The contrast between the prices asked 
on Broadway and those at which front- 
age can be purchased on Main street 
at the same distance from the business 
center is striking, and there would no 
doubt be quite a movement in this di- 
rection on part of purchasers, were it 
not for the fact, as above stated, that 
Main street appears to be under a cloud, 
as far as improvements and progress 
are concerned.

As the conditions here are 
strange to eastern farmers the clubs 
secured the services of Prof. Hilgard 
to make a thorough study and report of 
the tract in question. All other ques- 
tions, including climate, water, fuel, 
transportation, value of land, accessi- 
bility of market and healthfulness of 
the region, were thoroughly inquired 
into by the committee and a highly fa- 
** report made concerning them 
all. 

“This is only the first of an unlimited 
number of colonies which it is proposed 
to found in California under the sys- 
tem. The plan recommends itself for 
adoption by all who realize the great 
of settling colonies in Cali- 
ornla. 


SURVEYING ARID LANDS. 

Several years ago there was a con- 
siderable amount of agitation of the 
survey by the government of the arid 
lands of the United States for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining to what extent 
these lands could be reclaimed by irri- 
gation.- In 1888 the United States Geo- 
logical Survey was authorized by an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to make an in- 
vestigation. In the following year a 
further sum of $250,000 was appro- 
priated for the same purpose. In 1891 
an appropriation for this work was de- 
nied, which resulted in a discontinu- 
ance of the survey. Maj. Powell, who 
was at the head of the survey, deter- 
mined to continue the work as far as 
was possible, and set aside such funds 
as were at his command for the con- 
tinuance of the hydrographic work, the 
other branches of the survey being en- 
tirely abandoned. The work was 
greatly restricted by the small amount 
of funds available, but in opie of this, 
a large amount of valuable information 
has been gathered. The San Francisco

| regions, in the course of which it says: 


“One of the especial subjects of in- 
terest in the study of this work is the 
discharge at various points on the 
same stream. There are many streams 
in: the arid region that actually de- 
crease in the volume of water dis- 
charged as they reach lower points in 
their respective drainage basins, or at 
least the increage is not at all propor- 
tionate to the increase in the area of 
the drainage basin.

PLAN TO HELP THE ARMY OF THE 
UNEMPLOYED. ~ 


Good Work Done by the Pacific 
Gospel Union—Greater Things 
Planned for the Future—Relief 
for the Poor. 


It is now a little over four years since 
the Pacific Gospel Union of Los Ange- 
les was organized by Maj. George A. 
Hilton, and since then the work has 
made enormous strides in the direction 
of establishing a regular system by 
which the great army of the unem- 
ployed might be aided in the most effec- 
tual way by placing in their hands the 
means to help themselves. 

The latest plan of the Union is the 
opening of a farm just outside the city, 
where barracks will be buflt and a 
market-garden established. The board 
of managers is negotiating for the lease 
or purchase of a 100-acre tract of land 
fitted for this purpose, and the farm 
will probably be opened within a short 
time if all goes well. 

The object is to give employment to 
those who would otherwise be obliged 
to beg or steal their daily bread, and 
to do away with the necessity for doling 
out charity to people who are willing 
and anxious to work for what they re- 
ceive. At present this need is met in 
some measure by street work in tak- 
ing down trees in various parts of the 
city, but not enough employment can 
be given in this way, and it is desirable 
that the farm and barracks enterprise 
should de pushed through as speedily as 
possible. 


for all the laborers on the farm, who 
en board and. ng as 
y stay, and paid fair wages 
for their labor; so that they may not 
o forth into the world entirely penni- 
ess. One of the greatest objects in es- 
tablishing a refuge of this kind is to 
take care of convalescent patients dis- 
charged from the County Hospital. 
These unfortunates must move on as 
soon as they are able, to make room 
in the ove ing wards for those in 
greater need than themselves. Often 
they are not strong enough to do a 
hard day’s work, and have no money 
for either food or lodging. By furnish- 
ing these people with shelter and bread 
until they grow stronger, and givi 
them light, out-door work, this difficult 
time can be tided over until they are 
able to face the world again. 8 

It ig not the hobo“ class that this 
work is intended to reach, so much 
as the poor laboring class; the men 
who are willing and anxious to work, 
but who are forced into the ranks of 
the great army of the unemployed. For 
these, the Gospel Union has sprung into 
3 and to these its work is dedi- 
cated. 

The branches of this work are many. 
Some time ago a shelter was opened 
in the city, the rental of the building 


it was established, 1028 lodgi 
been pres to those who would other- 
wise ve roamed t streets, at the 
risk of being run in for vagrancy, or 
gone outside the city limits to seek 
shelter in some barn or haystack. The 
sewing school is proving a pronounced 
success, not only in affording employ- 
ment to women in need, but also in 
procuring garments for the poor. 
Here the second-hand clothing sent in 
is remodeled, and materials made up 
for wear. In addition to this, a mend- 
ing department has been opened, 
which women can earn a little money 
by repairing half-worn garments for 
those who will employ them. H. A. 
Getz, the president of the mission, has 
given a good sewingmachine to this de- 
partment and it is confidently hoped it 
will be a success.

COMMERCIAL. 

CALIFORNIA’ FRUIT IN THE 
EAST. Producers in this sectiön have 
been wondering why the demand for 
California fruit in the eastern States 
has not been more lively of late. Ralph 
Hersey, manager of the California 
Dried Fruit Agency at San José, who 
recently returned from a six-weeks’ 
visit to the East, gave his impressions 
to the San José Mercury, as follows: 

“I called upon the principal whole- 
sale and retail dealers in New York, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Minneapolis, St. Paul, St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Denver. I 
found business very dull in all lines in 
the East. Goods of all kinds are han- 
died by the wholesale grocers very 
cheap. Prices have declined materially 
in the past year. All dealers are buy- 
ing to supply on immediate demands. 
There is no speculation; everything 
seems to be in abeyance, pending the 
Presidential election this fall. The 
stock of dried fruft from Missouri, Kan- 


sas and Michigan has largely curtailed 


the sale of California. goods at St. Louis 
and: other points along the Missouri 
River this year. Oregon prunes have 
also been a large factor in business. 
The fruit is not so sweet as that raised 
and cured in this valley, but the prices 
are low. To show how cheap agricul- 
tural products have been this year in 
the East, it may be said that potatoes 
have,sold in bulk as low as 4 cents per 
bushel, and in many sections they were 
not dug out of the ground. The stocks of 
California dried fruit are light at Chi- 
cago and the West, and the indications 
are very favorable that the demand will 
take the supply on hand, and next fall 
the new product will find a market 
clear of old stock. This is a very favér- 
able condition, which will, no Gout. 
strengthen the market and add to che 
chances for speedy sales of the coming 
crop at good prices.“ —

SUMMARY. 
PORCUPINE QUILLS. 


They Work Their Way in a Dis- 
tressing Way. 

(May St. Nicholas:) The quill of a 
porcupine is like a bad habit; if it once 
gets hold it constantly works deeper 
and deeper, though the quill has no 
power of motion in itself; it is the live, 
active flesh that draws it in by means 
of the barbed point. One day my boy 
and I encountered a porcupine on the 
top of one of the Catskills, and we had 
a little circus with him; we wanted 8 
wake him up and show a little excite- 
‘ment it possible. Without violence or 
injury to him we succeeded to the ex- 
tent of making his eyes fairly stand 
out from his head, but quicken his 
motion he would not—probably could 
not. 

What. astonished and alarmed him 
seemed to be that his quills had no 
effect upon his enemies; they laughed 
at his weapons. He stuck his head 
under a rock and left his back and tail 
exposed. This is the porcupine’s favor- 
ite position of defense. “Now come if 
you dare,” he seems to say. Touch his 
tall and like a trap it springs up an 
strikes your hand full of little quills. 
The tail is the active weapon of de- 
fense; with this the animal strikes. It 
is.the outpost that delivers its fire be- 
fore the citadel is reached. It is doubt- 
less this fact that has given rise to 
the popular notion that the porcupine 
can shoot his quills, which, of course, 
it cannot do. 3 

With a rotten stick we sprang at the 
antmal's tall again and again, until its 
supply of quills began to run low, and 
the creature grew uneasy. What does 
this mean?” he seemed to say, his ex- 
citement rising. His shield upon his 
back, too, we trifled with, and when 
we finally drew him forth with a forked 
stick, his eyes were ready to burst 
from his head. Then we laughed in his 
lace and went our way. Before we 
reached our camp I was suddenly seized 
with a strange, acute pain in one of my 
feet. It seemed as if a large nerve was 
being roughly sawed in two. I could 
not take another step. Sitting down 
and removing my shoe and stocking, I 
searched for the cause of the paralyz- 
ing pain. The foot was free from mark 
or injury, but what is this little thorn 
or fang of thistle doing on the ankle? 
I pulled it out and found it to be one 
of the lesser quills of the porcupine. By 
some means, during our “cirous,”’ the 
quill had dropped inside my stocking; 
the thing had took,“ and the porcu- 
pine had his revenge for all the in- 
dignities we had put upon him. I was 
well punished. The nerve which the 
quill. struck had unpleasant memories 
of it for many months afterward. 

When you come suddenly upon the 
porcupine in his native haunts he draws 
his head back and down, puts up his 
shield, trails his broad tail and wad- 
dies slowly away. His shield is the 
sheaf of larger quills upon his back, 
which he opens and spreads out in a 
Circular form so that the whole bod 
is quite hidden beneath it. 


Egyptian Delicacies. 


(New York Mail and Express:) Every 
country has its own little delicacies, 
and the’ British soldiers who are now 
pouring into Egypt have already un- 
doubtedly bought from the street- 
hawkers the green cakes, and ssibly 
the kabobs, for. which the land of the 
Nile is famous. 

The Kabob is broiled meat, but it is 
-brotled in so ridiculous a fashion as to 
be really funny. The peddler uses a 
little charcoal furnace, something like 
those in use by our plumbers. In it 
he keeps up a small but hot fire. At- 
tached to the side of the furnace are 
a lot of iron skewers. When the cus- 
tomer approaches the hawker takes a 
small plece of meat, mutton or goat, | 
the latter being the most popular, cuts 
it with a sharp knife into a long rib- 
bon, winds it around the skewer and 
places it over the charcoal fire. Some 
of the drippings are collected, and, 
with a little salt, or salt and spice, 
make a pleasant sauce for the kabob 
«when it is done. The cooking is very 
rapid. What with the heat of the fire 
and the thinness of the meat, it is 
— done in two or three min- 
utes. 

The green cakes are nothing more or 
less than small wheaten cakes mixed 
with chopped green leaves of various 
kinds, salted and baked in a slow oven. 
They are pale yellow, yellow gray, and 
brownish gray, with irregular splashes 
of green on both the upper and lower 
surface. They are said to be very 
nourishing, and they are certainly very 
appetizing and palatable when fresh 
from the oven.

fourth at the southwest corner of Fif- 
teenth and Main streets, Los Angeles, 
and the Seventy-fifth at ‘Bouttier’s 
Hall. corner of Bellevue avenue and 
Montreal street in this city.

Interesting Legal Questions in the 
Fraser Case. 

James Fraser was examined before 
Justice Owens yesterday on a charge of 
émbezzlement, and held for trial in the 
Superior Court with bail fixed at $2000. 
When arrested, the man had been 
drinking heavily. The sudden enforced 
abstinence drove his wits astray, and 
for several weeks he has been at the 
County Jail, temporarily insane. The 
derangement of the mind was only for 
a brief period, so now Fraser is respon- 
sible for his actions and able to under- 
stand what is going on. 

Two interesting points have come up 
in this case, which have apparently 
never been passed upon, Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney W. P. James and Messrs. 
Davis and Rush, the prosecuting attor- 
ney and the defendant’s lawyers, re- 
srectively, spent a day and a half ran- 
sacking volumes of legal lore, but they 
could find no instance of these two 
questions having come up in any court. 

The questions are: First, when a 
clerk steals from his employer, one or 
two articles at a time, but the pilfering 
extending over a long period and the 
aggregate amounting to a considerable 
value, is the offense to be called larceny 
or embezzlement? Second, is the District 
Attorney justified én issuing one com- 
plaint covering the whole series of 
thefts, or should each separate theft 
be the subject of a separate complaint? 

Mr. James has issued one complaint. 
charging Fraser with embezzlement, 
aggregating enough of the thefts to 
make the value of the stolen goods 
more than $100, thus making the of- 
fense a felony. It is upon this com- 
plaint Fraser was examined, and held 
to answer yesterday. The outcome of 
the case when it comes up in the, Su- 
perior Court will be awaited with lively 
interest. 

J. L. Lewith, another alleged thiev- 
ing clerk, was examined before Justice 
Morrison yesterday and held wver for 
trial on $1500 bonds. His case is pre- 
cisely the same as Fraser's. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Many Annoying Depredations by 
Petticoated Thieves. 
Women are, by courtesy, supposed to 
be the better and purer half of crea- 
tion, but now and again the original 
sin which is inherent in even the ptti- 
coated portion of the human race, will 
break forth in a way that is surprising 
in its narrow-gauge meanness. Just 
now, Superintendent Wiggins of the 
Chamber of Commerce is battling with 
an apparently endless series of petty 
thefts, which are nearly all directly 
traceable to “lady” visitors. The ex- 
hibits of fruit and flowers are rified 
when the attendants’ backs are turned, 
and nothing is safe that is left in the 
open. Especially does the display of 
unfermented, wines suffer, and here the 
audacious thieves actually smuggle 
their booty into the ladies’ reception 
room, close the door, make a free lunch 
off the stolen exhibits,.and then leave 
the empty bottles there.

BULLET THROUGH HIS BRAIN. 


Pate an End to His 
Lite. 
Harry Y. Kelton; sick, poor, a stran- 

ger in a strange land, yesterday morn- 

ing put an end to his lite by sending a | 
bullet through his brain. 

Some two weeks ago Kelton appeared 
at the home of Mr. Kate Tuttle No. 
811 South Main street, and engaged a 
room. He seemed to have no definite 
occupation, but left.the house every 
day, returning at nightfall. Ever -tac- 
iturn and morose; he repelled 
advances ahd refused

complaint frequently of illness. One 
evening, several days ago, he lay 
on a lounge, apparently asleep.

Shotwell, by exclaiming; I believe 
I'm going to croak.” Ever since he has 
seemed to grow rapidly worse. 

At 8:35 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Tuttle sat in her room, reading a let- 
ter which Mrs. Shotwell had just 
handed her, when the sound of a pistol

shot rang through the quiet house. In 


great alarm the two women hurried 
toward Kelton’s room. On pushing 
open the door they saw him lying pros- 
trate, his head toward the door, a bullet 
hole through his head, a revolver 
grasped in his right hand. 

Mrs. Tuttle waited to see no more, but 
hurried to the nearest telephone to 
notify the authorities. The body was 
removed to Orr & Hines’s undertaking 
establishment. Coroner Campbell made 
an examination and found that on the 
right side of the head, beside the ear, 
was the mark of powder ‘burns, and 
a gaping wound where the bullet had 
entered. It passed completely through 
the brain and lodged in the skull of the 
left side of the head. The dead man 
was evidently in wretched health, and 
had taken this quick and easy way of 
„stopping all his aches and pains. The 
inquest held yesterday resulted in a 
verdict of suicide. ,
